The Executive Committee also voted (by 10-8) to recommend 
to the voting membership a change in name to Methodists 
Federated For Social Action (a recommendation rejected by the 
membership meeting by 29-17). The three regional membership 
meetings also had voted against a name change. The membership 
meeting also voted to continue annual meetings, rejecting the 
Executive Committee’s biennial meeting proposal. 


There was representation in the National Meeting from the 
three earlier regional membership meetings. The Mid-Western 
membership meeting in Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, had been high- 
lighted by addresses, discussions, and movies on Peace by Dr. 
Haywood and Dr. Soule of the Peace Commission; on Labor by 
Rev. Armand Guerrero; on Cooperatives by Cooperative leader 
and former Congressman Jerry Voorhis; and on the Missionary 
Field and Movement by Darrell Randall of our Board of 
Missions. 


The Eastern meeting at the New York East Conference 
Grounds on Shelter Island, featured educational movies and dis- 
cussions and addresses by Dr. Theodore Bobilin (Prophetic 
Religion), Mrs. Welthy Hoonsinger Fisher (China and the Near 
East) and Dr. Willard Uphaus (Labor and Our Economie Order). 
The Eastern meeting recommended friendship, trade and coopera- 
tion with China, full recognition of China’s government, support 
of the missionary movement, and cessation of all aid to the 
rejected clique in-Formosa. Additional leadership was given by 
Mr. Beach of the American Friends Service Committee, recently 
returned from China; Miss Elsie Chomley of China Welfare 
Appeal; and Dr. Loyd Worley. 


The Southern meeting was on an unsegregated basis on the 
beautiful, hospitable campus of Black Mountain College, North 
Carolina. Major leadership, and the keynote address, were pro- 
vided by the noted author and Methodist, Lillian Smith. 


The membership meeting unanimously and enthusiastically 
elected Bishop Francis J. McConnell to serve as Federation 
President along with other officers and nominees whose names 
appear on the ballot. 


Major work and emphasis in the membership meeting was in 
the four commissions dealing with prophetic religion as related 
to: Peace, Democratic Liberties, Economic Justice, and Racial 
Equality. Commission Chairmen were Rev. Edgar Wahlberg, 
Rev. Mark Chamberlin, Dr. Willard Uphaus and Dr. Edgar Love 
—all aided by valuable resource participants. Every delegate 


participated actively and constructively in the meeting’s basic 
task: formulating Federation program and emphases and draw-.

II. Prophetic Religion and the Struggle for Democratic Liberties 


Many of our hard-won liberties have become casualties of the 
Cold War. Today, for tlte first time since the Alien and Sedition 
Act of 1798, American citizens are in prison because of their 
ee ideas. While these citizens are in prison, we are not 
ree. 


Many Americans, in high places and low, are being persecuted 
on the basis of guilt by association, which is-utterly foreign to 
our tradition, and which deprives citizens of their livelihood and 
reputation. Latest evidences of violations of our freedoms are 
the passage of a law in Birmingham, Alabama, banning the 
presence of any Communist Party member within the city limits, 
and which in effect may outlaw communication or any private 
association with any Communist Party member, as well as 
distribution of Communist Party literature or Communist Front 
literature. Likewise it is now illegal to sell the Communist 
Party paper on the streets in Detroit, Michigan. We must pro- 
tect the liberties of those with whom we disagree, or face the 
loss of our own liberties. c 


We implore our people to call upon their Congressmen to 
defeat the Mundt-Nixon Bill, which threatens to establish 
thought-control and a police state here, and which threatens 
every teacher, lawyer, trade union organizer, and minister in 
our country. The alleged target of this bill is world com- 
munism; the real victim will be our American Democracy. 


The right of any individual to speak his mind as to what is 
right or wrong is democracy’s best safeguard. We therefore 
call for repeal of the Smith Act as being unconstitutional, and 
designed to suppress any unpopular political philosophies. We 


appeal for Presidential amnesty for all convicted under the 


Smith Act. 


Since the secret ballot is basic to our democratic form of gov- 


ernment, we do not believe people should be jailed for refusing — 
to divulge their political convictions, or for refusing to give in- | 
formation which would jeopardize the employment or life of 


other people not directly connected with individuals being “in- 
vestigated.” We ask Presidential amnesty ete -politicn 
prisoners: Conscientious Objectors to War; The Hollywood Ten 5 
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the executive committee of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Com- 
mittee; Richard Morford of the National Council for American- 
Soviet Friendship; George Marshall of the National Federation 
for Constitutional Liberties. 


We believe government practices in loyalty oath procedures 
are undermining our civil liberties. 


There must be no arbitrary dismissal of government employees 
without presentation of charges against thém, ‘opportunity to 
face and cross-examine accusers, and to plead their case in a 
court of their peers. 


We oppose loyalty oaths to officers of trade unions, in schools 
and colleges, and wherever they infringe American rights. 

We believe freedom of movement is basic” We deplore the 
refusing of visas to visitors from other lands because of race 
or ideas. We call for repeal of the Oriental Exclusion Act. We 
protest the campaign of deportation of aliens for their ideas or 
associations. Over one hundred such cases are pertding. We ask 
our members and chapters to give help in such cases as come to 
their attention. 


We protest wire-tapping for evidence as infringement on per- 
sonal privacy. 

We protest a developing pattern of judicial punishment of 
lawyers who defend politically unpopular persons. 


Issuance of lists of “subversive” organizations by the Un- 
American Activities Committee, the U. 8. Attorney-General, and 
other agencies, without hearing the organizations concerned, is 
unjust, unfair, unconstitutional, and destructive of our liberties. 


We condemn the New York State Feinberg Law, and similar 
thought-control laws. 


We point out the increasing tendency toward monopoly con- 
trol of press and radio, making these media of information 
propaganda agencies, instead of impartial disseminators of news. 
We protest the ban of The Nation from New York City schools. 


We commend the U. 8S. Supreme Court’s recent decisions 
against segregation. We need to be alert to see that these 
decisions are carried out. 


We reaffirm basic demands of the MFSA Study and Action 
Program, Sections III and IV. (See April BULLETIN.)
